Whi n factories come South and 
I >catc near the fields, they will not 
only consume the fa rm e r’s raw prod ­ 
ucts but a fford him a ready m arker 
for the food products of a more 
diversified agriculture. 
By all m eans 
the South should encourage factories. 


The seed time of the new year 
is at hand. 
And never, perhaps, in the history 
of 
A m erican 
A griculture 
has 
the 
American 
farm er 
approached 
the 
season with more doubts and mis­ 
givings as to how to best pitch his 
crops than at the present time. 
With his losses on the 1926 cotton 
crop fresh in his memory, with the 
large carry-over from the enorm ous 
crop of last year facing him, and 
the reasonable certainty th at an y ­ 
thing like ano ther normal crop yield 
trill mean a disastrous price slump 
that will leave him little the b e tte r - 
if 
not 
worse— off 
for 
his 
y e a r’s 
labor, it is small wonder the South­ 
ern 
cotton 
farriers hesitate about 
planting th eir usual acreage to that 
crop. 
They feel, and rightly so, that it 
is poor business to part with rsady 
money or jeopardize their credit in 
tho pursuit of uncertain returns. 
Yet in their extrem ity to 
what 
are they going to turn? 
It 
takes 
considerable 
time 
and 
capita] to expand one’s farm ing oper­ 
ations along the lines of diversifica­ 
tion with live stock. 
F’uch recourse offers but meagre 
possibilities for relief to the vast 
m ajority of cotton farm ers. 
Shall they, then, turn 
to other 
crops than cotton? 
If so, they must, first of all, face 
the problem of adaptation of soil and 
climate to other crops; they must con­ 
sider the 
m atter of equipm ent of 
im plem ents and knowledge for h an d ­ 
ling new' crops; and should they suc­ 
ceed, they stiii must gamble with the 
risk of glutted m arkets and u n re ­ 
m unerative prices for the products 
produced. 
Among our acquaintances is one- 
farm er who grew no cotton last year 
but devoted all his time and energy 
to grain and feed crops. 
He still has the great bulk of his 
corn, oats and hay on hand, and u n ­ 
salable at anything like a price com ­ 
m ensurate with the cost of its pro­ 
duction. 
Thus does the farm er find himself 
hedged abo u t by mountains of d if­ 
ficulty no m atter which way he would 
turn. 
A gloomy, discouraging prospect 
you would say? 
In the modern day parlance, “ It 
a in ’t nothing else b u t” ! 
But in the midst of all the doubt 
and perplexity, it is a consoling re ­ 
flection that it i& in tim es of stress 
and difficulty that m an’s resource­ 
fulness most asserts itself. 
Necessity is still the m other of in­ 
vention. 
The 
resourceful 
man 
ascertains 
his difficulties, takes the full m easure 
of them and then makes the best 
of the circumstances. 
He 
never lets things ju s t drift ^ 
or plunges on uncertain chances. 
A rational 
consideration 
of the j 
situation should convince any one 
that, despite all well m eant in ten­ 
tions am ong farm ers to do so, con­ 
ditions are not going to perm it any 
very m aterial reduction in the acre­ 
age norm ally planted to cotton. 
Normal crop conditions th?n wav- 
rent the assum ption th a t prices will 
be low, and the cost of production 
on all crops must be kept at the low­ 
est possible price if any profit is 
expected. 
As an offset to diminishing profit 
returns living costs must come down. 
The only way to bring them down 
is to purchase less ami produce mor • 
of the necessities of life on the farm . 
And here the farm er meets t 
problem of enlarging his scheme of 
diversification so as to meet a larger 
proportion of his needs. 
This way and this way only w ;ii 


lead him out of the mountains of 
difficulty in which he is now lost.

The payments for maintenance and 
operation of the general departments 
of Texas for the fiscal year ending 
Aug. 3 1 f 1926, amounted to $52,700,- 
669, or $9.98 per capita. 
This in­ 
cludes $22,541,673, apportionments 
for education to the minor civil divi­ 
sions of the State. 
In 1925 the com­ 
parative per capita for maintenance 
and operation of general departments 
was 
$10.88, 
and 
in 
1917, 
$4.59. 
The interest on debt amounted to 
$215,154; and outlays for permanent
